Tho coneidorfilion of iho ioculily ot 
the Cnpitftl of ilio IJiiitotl Colony ad- 
mits of boin^f coiisidcriil in so many 
points of view, all loiidin^,', wo think, 
to show the necoBsily of ostablishiiig 
the seat of Govornmont in Viotoria, 
that one is apt to overlook nKillora 
which, properly viewed, iwo moat im- 
poitant; and we now propo.so to coii- 
sidor briefly the quostioii ehi;llv its re- 
gards our credit abroad, and ctjpaeially 
in London, whore our bondlioldurri 
chiefly reside, as in ease by local 
miamanagemont wo cxciio di-liu-i! 
among them, tho conscfpionues will 
be ruinous, not merely for a lime to 
oome, but permanently, by creating 
want of confidonco in capitnlista witli 
rofercnco to tlio Colony. Wo ehould 
then ii.quiio ilvtit, on what security 
did such bondholderti advance tlu'ir 
money ? Next, what policy ehonld bo 
pursued to prevent that socurily fr om 
being diminished to their disud- 
yantagof Now, tho British Columbia 
bonds were, doubtless, purobascd in 
fall confidenoo, not merely in tho 
oziBtenoe of tho resources of her ^^old-. 
fields, bat in the expectation thatsueh 
lesonrces would bo developed by wise 
legislation, such as would aiwa; f 
keep in view, as a priraavy object, iLo 
Buffioionoy of tho security for tho 
debt due by the Colony to the English 
capitalist. At tho time the loan was 
made, those resources wore in a fair 
way to be opened up salisfacloriiy in 
the usual and necessary manner; 
namely, by llio cptablishinont of a 
suitable depot for t^upplics accessible 
to shipping (not merely to stoamciM), 
that is at Victoria, and tho making of 
roads from the head of navigation of 
the Fraser to tho goldflelds, river 
steamers supplying transport over the 
intervening space. It will bo under> 
stood that in tho cxpresfiion "dei)0t 
for supplies " wo iticlude tho capital 
end credit brought here from other 
countries, chiefly by mcreliunts and 
men of business, without which agsist- 
anco tho richest mines could not bo 
profitably worked. It is needless also 
to add that, when bj mismanagement 
or any other c: use, such capital and 
credit becomes exhausted or with- 
drawn, the Colony is in danger of 
reverting to its original state prior 
to thoir introdnotion. The wisdom 
and energy with which Sir James 
Douglas accomplished these objects 
will long bo rememborod, and his 
sagacity met with tho best reward in 
tho oonfidoDce of monied-men within 
and without the Colony. Tho main- 
tenanee ot that depot for supplies, as 
a centre of commerco, is in its way as' 
essential to tho cbeop and only prac- 
ticable working of tho mine 
of Cariboo as good intermediate 
commuiiicatior, ; if eithcrcot.dition 
lails, tho 3-ield of gold be- 
comes affected, and this, liie Polo Kccur- 
ity of tho capitalist, being disturbed, 
he naturally becomoH alarmed ; and wo 
need not siiy Ihi.l the lirBt intcroil as 
well as duty c,f tho Logislaturo is to 
retain his conliiience. Hut our iS'ow 
Westminster fiioiuis will Ha_v wii can 
build up a now centre of coninu ret;
